

The results or the Frlend- 
shlp-0-4 Black Sen International 
weightlifting tournament held In 
Varna, Bulgaria, are without pre¬ 
cedents. Taking part wero 12 
countries of threo continents. 
The flvo days aF competitions 
tirought 2B world records, In¬ 
cluding 17 by Soviet athletes 
wlin also Improved three na¬ 
tional records. At the 1080 
Olympics in Moscow ihero were 
18 weightlifting records And 
thi?in wen* 23 of them at tlm 
IWt-i world championship, also 
lie-id Ln Moscow. The Los Ange¬ 
los Olympics did not register 
any major accomplishment: the 
champions In most categories ore 
iniurior by tens of kllogramim-s 
to the Varna winners. 

As expected, the rates wore 
set by the USSR and Bulgarian 
weight lift or s. Soviet athletes won 
gold mortals In five categories. 
They also snatched Hyq silver 
medals. The Bulgarians won live 
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events and bagged four sliver 
and ono bronze medals. 

The competitions were held 
on a very high level, precisely 
as we had expected, TASS was 
told by Gottfried Schfidl, Austria, 
who is the President of the In¬ 
ternational Weightlifting Federa¬ 
tion. There was tough struggle 
not only for the medals but also 
for world records. The history 
of weightlifting has not yet 
known such fruitful competitions. 

Somo records have been cal¬ 
led fantastic. The Bulgarian Ste¬ 
fan Topurov (under GO kg] whs 
the world's first man to jerk a 
weight three tlmos as heavy as 
his own at the 1983 world chain- 
ploushlp—1B0 kg. Ha now llitari 
185 kg. The Soviet Olympic 
champion Yurik Vardanyan {un¬ 
der 82.5 kg) has established five 
world records and cleaned 
230 kg — an unprecedented 
weight.

Billy Graham’s meetings in Moscow 


Cltalrniiin mi (he- Foreign Re¬ 
lations Commission aI (liu So¬ 
viet of Nationalities (if Ibe USSR 
Supreme Sovicl, Alternate Mem¬ 
ber of tire Politburo au and Se¬ 
cretary ol Hie CPSlf Central 
Committee Boris Ponomaryov 
received tho American public 
nnd religious figure Billy Gra¬ 
ham at tho Supreme Soviet. 

Boris Ponomaryov has infor¬ 
med Billy Graham about the 
wide range ol lha Soviet peaco 
initiatives Tor strengthening 
peace and preventing nuclear 
war and stressed the Invariable 
desire on the pnrt ol tho So¬ 
viet Union and Its lenders lo 
develop constructive relations 
with the United States and lo 
have honest and serious nego¬ 
tiations lo find agreements in 
order to safeguard the security 
or all the countries and nations. 

Billy Graham also met Chair¬ 
man of tho Soviet Peace Com¬ 
mittee Yuri Zhukov. The meet¬ 
ing was attended by Metropoli¬ 
tan Fllaret, Chairman of the 
Peace Committee's Commission 
on Relations with Religious Lea¬ 
ders for Peace, and other slalf 


members of the Commit ten. 

Tho Soviet Union's st.iml re¬ 
mains unchanged, strev;>.-i| Yuri 
Zhukov. Wo wont to sun all nu¬ 
clear weapons removed ficnn 
Europe, both l rum tho VVo.d u rid 
from the Dj-.t. nnd decisive 
steps taken to tcduco nudnar 
8imoments, the first slop tow¬ 
ards which Is freezing them. 
These are the slogans under 
which a BOO-lhcmsnnd-slrong de- 
raonslralion was held In Mos¬ 
cow. Similar demonstrations 
marched through other cities In 
the Soviet Union. 

Yuri Zhukov spoke about ihe 
various contacts which Soviet 
peace champions maintain wllh 
representatives of the peace 
movements In the United States 
and other Western countries. 

We are concerned with Ihe 
same problems, particularly the 
nuclear threat, Yuri Zhukov 
noted. 

Billy Graham agreed to

Tho Una laid from tha centra 
of Eastern Siberia to the Pacific 
coast Is more than 3.30D kilomet¬ 
res long, it crosses the taiga, 
mountain ranges, lowlands, mar¬ 
shes, permafrost and earthquake- 
prone areas. BAM builders have 
construcied forty big and three 
thousand small bridges, aque¬ 
ducts and other engineering 
structures, as well as nine tun¬ 
nels. The most Important thing, 
however, la that new towns, set¬ 
tlements end stations have been 
built along the line and that life 
has come to this heretofore pris¬ 
tine taiga.

Beirut. UN Undersecretary 
General Brian Urquhart Is tour- 
ins several countries In the 
Middle East and holding multila¬ 
teral consultations on prospects 
fur the participation of the UN 
temporary forces In Lebanon in 
the process of political settle¬ 
ment In Lebanon, Reuters nows 
agency reports. 

During his stay In Lebanon, 
Br. Urquhart had meetings with 
the country's President, Amine 
Gemayel, Prime Minister Rachld 
Kara me, end the Commander-In- 
Chief of the Armed Forces 
M. Aoun. Br. Urquhart has 


described these meetings a9 
highly valuable lor future ef¬ 
forts to normalize the situation 
In Lebanon and for cessation o! 
Israeli occupation of the sou¬ 
thern parts of that country. A 
spokesman for the UN Head¬ 
quarters In New York has said 
Hint the possibility of expanding 
the functions of the UN conting¬ 
ent In Lebanon Is not ruled out. 
However, the invaders' provoca¬ 
tive proposal that their troops 
be used as n buffer between Is¬ 
raeli and Syrian troops in the 
Bekaa Volley has been categoric- 
ally rejected.

WHAT IF REAGAN IS REELECTED? 


Washington. The former 
American Vice-President Walter 
Mondalc, running Tor (ho Presi¬ 
dency liom the Democratic 
Party, has described the Reagan 
administration's approach to 
arms control problems aa a 
major (ailuro. 

tn an Interview to the news¬ 
paper, "The New York Times”, 
ho pointed out that the admin¬ 
istration Is responsible for the 
breakdown of the arms control 
talks In Geneva. Authoritative ex¬ 
perts emphasize that during the 
talks on Limltotlon and reduction 
In strategic arms, tho American 
administration was making deli¬ 
berately unacceptable proposals, 
W. Momfale stressed and added 
that the encumbent presideni 
had burled the SALT-2 Treaty. 
At present. Reagan Is preparing 


to subvert the Soviet-American 
Treaty of 1972 on limiting tho 
antimissile defence systems and 
Intends to launch hla "star wars” 
programme, which will bring 
about another dangerous twist in 
the arms race. 

The Democratic candidate has 
also criticized the policies pur¬ 
sued by official Washington In 
auch explosive areas as Central 
America and the Middle East. 

Addressing an election rally 
in Washington W. Mondale 
pointed to the danger of Amer¬ 
ican Intervention In Central 
America; If Reagan Is reelected, 
his policies will result In the In¬ 
volvement of American troops In 
a war In Contra! America. This 
will bring us still closer to the 
brink of a nuclear disaster, 
W. Month!a stressed. 
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How can I leave ll when it Is so dear to my kenrt?

Americans to design new ABM system 


Washington. Spokesmen for 
the US Defense Department 
have announced that the Air 
Force Lt.-Gen. Abrahamson who 
Is In charge of a programme to 
design an ABM system with 
elements based In spaco has 
sent special letters to the Pen¬ 
tagon's contractors—"consulta¬ 
tive" scientific Bnd technolog¬ 
ical firms with an onler to start 
devising an "overall project" 
for a fulura antimissile system. 
Each of the companies will 
have a million dollars allotted 
lor this purpose. The designs 
from the "consultative” firms

will serve a a basis lor the pre¬ 
paration of (he "best possible 
model". 

In ihe 1905 fiscal year, the 
Untied States plans to spend 
nearly two thousand million dol¬ 
lars on research for Ihe new 
ABM system, and in Ihe subse¬ 
quent five-year period — up to 
27 thousand million. In order to 
hit the enemy missiles, the Pen¬ 
tagon plans to use such sophis¬ 
ticated types ot wen pons as par¬ 
ticle beams, laser, beam and an- 
tlBalellHe strike systems, and 
also stations orbiting the earth.

Responsibility 
to mankind 



Each UN member-state boars 
responsibility to Ms own people 
and to the enllra mankind. In 
the nuclear age this responsi¬ 
bility comlsls of actions taken 
1o prevent • global military di¬ 
saster. One can judge the 
awareness ol this responsibility 
from the Ideas end Initiatives 
pul forward by various coun¬ 
tries In Ihe United Nations, Ihe 
proposals they support or re¬ 
ject. 

Lei us examine the numerous 
peace Inltlallves which the So¬ 
viet Union has to Its credit at 
the United Nations. The mosl 
Important of these Is tho com¬ 
mitment not to be tho first to 
use nuclear weapons. Moscow 
alio believes that nuclear po¬ 
wers should subject themselves 
to a certain "code" — binding 
standards of behaviour which 
will eventually free mankind ol 
the nuclear throat, The" Soviet 
Union and other socle list coun¬ 
tries have puf forward a sef of 
measures aimed at limiting nu¬ 
clear weapons. Ineluding their 
ellmlnatlo.n. II has also conie out 
with Ihe Idea of concluding a 


treaty on a total 1 ban on all nu¬ 
clear weapons tests. At Soviet 
Initiative, tho socialist and non- 
aligned countries have come 
out against militarization of 
outer space. The list could be 
continued at length. 

While pulling forward Its 
peace initiatives, the Soviet 
Union is acting fn Iho interests 
of the entire mankind. Thai Is 
why Its proposals find such a 
broad recognition al the Uniled 
Nations. Al (he same time the 
Sovret Union practically demon¬ 
strates I Is support for United 
Nations' principles and shows 
an example of unswerving ob¬ 
servance of Its Charter. The UN 
Secretary-General I. Perez de 
Cuel'er notes that the firm sup- 
posl which the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics Is giving to 
UN efforts to ensure peace, se¬ 
curity, Justice and progress Is 
decisive for Ihe organization. 

Let us look at what Is charac¬ 
teristic of Ihe Uniled States 1 ac¬ 
tivities as e UN member, it will 
be re called that Washington has 
so far failed fo give an obli¬ 
gation not to be the first to use 


nuclear weapons. It would be a 
logical step for Ihe 39th Session 
of the UN General Assembly to 
give e careful consideration to 
the proposal made by a num¬ 
ber of slates that such commit¬ 
ment should be made by all 
nuclear powers In a document 
that would hive the status of 
International taw. 

The United Mellons has repea¬ 
tedly called for the conclusion 
of a treaty on e complete ban 
on all nuclear weapons tests. 
Washington, on ifs pert, has no 
Intentions of starting any discus¬ 
sion on this Issue. The United 
Nations has declared that outer 
space should be used for peace¬ 
ful purposes only.. The United 
Stales is the only country which 
hei voted against this. The In- 
larnatlonal community has 
wary right to expect Ihe pro¬ 
blem of preventing mllifarize- 
lon of outer space to be given 
Ine appropriate consideration at 
Ihe 39th Session.

What conclusions does Wash¬ 
ington draw from this situation!

INSTALLATION FOR 
REMOVING TREE STUMPS 

Staff members of the Institute 
of Technology and Mechaniza¬ 
tion In the German Democratic 
Republic have designed a spe¬ 
cial drilling installation lo re¬ 
move tree slumps In orchards 
and parks. The installation ope¬ 
rates In combination with a 
hydraulic clamshell excavator. 

Tbe main working tool of the 
installation is a tubular cylin¬ 
der B20 millimetres In diameter. 
Its lower pari has a culling 
saw-toothed edge. With the 
help of the excavator and a vi¬ 
bration machine, the cylinder 
Is sunk Into the soil around the 
stump to the depth of 1.2 tw¬ 
ins. After tt has cut oft .»e 
roots It Is lifted with the stump 
with the excavator boom.

HYDROPARK — A NEW ELEMENT 
IN SOVIET CITIES 

Whnf Is the best way to provide agrccablo condi¬ 
tions lor recreation und lo preserve valuable natural 
landscapes? One ol tho answers to this problem Is to 
build hydroparhs, writes the magazine NAVKA 
1 ZIfIZN fScience and Wc). In most cities, tydiopark 
is something unlamlliar. Yet, people In Kiev, the 
Ukrainian capital, have Known whaf It la for a long 
time. They do have one stretched over a large area, 
with bis ol green frees on ffi rea Islands on f/ie Dnie¬ 
per River. Jt has sandy beaches, nice shady alleys, 
sports playgrounds and calis. 

Such parks ate also being buffi In other cities—Mos¬ 



cow, Leningrad. Krasnodar, Irkutsk and Krasnoyarsk 
— on river hunks, reservoirs ol power slallons find 
seas. They are arranged on marshy ground, In river 
valleys, deserted quarries, and on Islands. The hydro- 
park is u new lype ot landscape architecture. 

The magazine slates that hydroparks are built as 
part ol a major urban development — to Improve a 
city's microclimate and Us entire environment. In I he 
Siberian city ol Irkutsk work Is nearing completion 
on me Angara hydropork sf/unfed on Hat Islands 
which rise but slightly above tho water in the lower 
pool ot Ihe Irkutsk hydropower sluf/on. These islands 
were covered with large pebble atones. When the 
builders set about constructing a park, they brought 
so/f on which they planted trees and bushes.

In a special 
chamber Us metal surface is 
bombarded with hard grains. 

Such "air polishing" consider¬ 
ably Improves the surface ol 
various products ranging from 
consumer goods to turbine 
blades and ship propellers. The 
Idea originated In the Leningrad 
All-Union Institute ol Abrasives 
and Grinding, which lies already 
developed several new pieces ol 
grinding equipment end materi¬ 
als. For example, it has dcslenad 
a series ol grinding wheels for 
■Ihe 1 KamAZ quto works — In¬ 
cluding .with a diameter of ovci

Georg! Taralorkln's artistic career began at the Theatre lor 
Young Spectators In Leningrad, his native dly. At the age of 
23, he, an unknown actor, was ottered the port ol Raskolni¬ 
kov la "Crime and Punishment 1 ', a Him made by Lev Kulid¬ 
zhanov and based on a novel by Fyodor Dostoyevsky. This 
part won lor him the Russian Federations Slate Prize and 
broad recognition. 

Raskolnikov's story is a history' of a strayed soul. It dispels 
tlm myth about a "superman" with a licence to do anything. 
Taralorkln showed the drama ol the main character who com¬ 
mits murder tor sell-assertion and as protest against tho sur¬ 
rounding reality. 

SomQ years later, the aclor moved to Moscow where ha 
hBs been working with the Mossoviel company. At Mossoviel, 
he played Raskolnikov lor tho second time. 

He does not Ilka the word "role". The phrase closer to him 
Is "human destiny, human fa la". To me, the characters ol 
Shakespeare, Tolstoy, Pushkiu and Chekhov whom I have 
played are real people, be says.

UNIQUE 

ARCHITECTURAL 
MONUMENT TURNED 
INTO A MUSEUM 

Tho restoration o! the unique 
monument of Moscow 16th- 
17th-century architecture has 
been completed. 

It stands In Ihe heart of the 
city, about 400 m nway from 
the Borovltskaya Tower of the 
Kremlin. It Is the St. Antlpy 
Church, situated, as the old 
books wrote, "near the Grand 
Tsar's Stables" or the "Koly- 
tnazbny Yard". 

In 1898-1912 Ihe Museum of 
Fine Arts which now bears 
Pushkin's name was built on 
the former bUq of Ihe Koly- 
mazhny Yard. Historically and 
practically It was right to make 
this museum responsible for the 
precious architectural monu¬ 
ment situated near IL 

The completion of the resto¬ 
ration, says Irina Antonova, the 
museum director, la a great 
event In our life. In tha 60s our 
museum received such a monu¬ 
ment of Moscow classic archi¬ 
tecture of early I9lh century es 
"Glebova'a Mansion". We have 
displayed our engravings and 
drawings and arranged our ar¬ 
chives In 1 L 

Now our museum has recei¬ 
ved about 9Q0 square metres of 
additional floor space. The rooms 
are not large but very attrac¬ 
tive from the point of view of 
architecture and decor. We 
mean lo use them for our Blocks 
which will be used by special¬ 
ists, We need much room In 
general for our stocks taking 
Into consideration the great 
amount of exhibitions we pre¬ 
pare and hold. Our nearest ex¬ 
hibition will consist or paint¬ 
ings from the Dresden Gallery. 
It, is timed for the 40th anniver¬ 
sary of our victory in the Great 
Patriotic War,
